from the sale of books mentioned, and further provided that the grantee shall bear the entire 
expense incidental to the installation and operation of said concession, and further provided that 
the grantee shall furnish bond acceptable to the Ways and Means Committee for the sum of 
$2500.00 and deposit with the Treasurer of the Exposition the sum of $500.00 cash, said amount 
to apply on final settlement of account, and further provided that this recommendation is subject 
to the details of a contract to be agreed upon, the execution of which shall mollify this 
resolution.”
